ness than to have uttered Mich treasonable tenti- 
meuts. hut i: is the mis'ortuneof tbecountryth.it 
all the mad men and mad a-oraen are not in confine- 
ment, and, I lulaless. if it had not lieen that the 
asvlums for lunatic; in Ohij are already preity %vtll 
filled, the authorities of Cleveland would have di- 
rected tbe whole posse comitatus in the convention 
to be arristtt] and tried upon a writ of de lunatico 
inquirendo. 

The Boston Courier, attributing the post[onement 
of this convention cf crazy people to the a!>seitce of 
Wendell Philips, thus discoursed in regard to their 
proposed meeting: 

The ii.. d men and mad women who meditated 
meeting at Cleveland and howling against the 
Union cannot live without public attention. I'r.us<- 
is, of coarse, the l»est thiug: but next to that is 
hoerty abuse; anything is better than contemptuous 
silence, liut in the-e limes, when men feel the iron 
of distress in their very souls, no one will pa}- any 
heed to the {.reaching of the apnstles of disunion.

0«r people generally revolt 
from ultraism, and one or two more convention- like 
that at Cleveland will dL<gast the whole North with 
atiti-slaveryisni and induce them to place a liigher 
estimate upon the benefits <-f the Union. 



T«B P.«»ts — Moi»» at' Rej.iei--. — That the pres- 
sure of the times and the discharge of laborers from 
ali kind* of work will produce an unprecedeute<l 
amount of suffering detnaading relief 6eems b.» be 
universally conceded. Thk relief must be furnished 
by these who are in lietter circumstances, notwith- 
standing tbe force of the pressure upon themselves. 
Tlte means by which this relief shall be alforded is 
a <{uestiaE which must now occupy the iuuid of 
every citizen. 

Those who are familiar aith the evil influence 
upon the recipients and upon society arising from 
the support of pauperism by simple gratuities, will 
shrink from the demoralization by these means of 
the larger and better class ahose necessities will 
now plead f«c assistance. Something Itetter than 
this therefore should be devised. The admirable 
"Ilelief and Employment Association" should be 
placed in a condition to can - }- on its operations more 
efficiently and extensively than ever before. Pro- 
fiting by their past experience, let that Society re- 
fuse all other aid than that furnished in payment 
for labor, except upon the written testimony of a 
physician that the applicant is disabled from work 
by disease or by extrume age. 

This a. 'ion of the Society, if thoroughly and ef- 
lieienth Baffled out, will meet the case of the larg- 
est and most usuai classes of alms-seekers. But 
discharged laborers can only be effectually and safe- 
ly provided for l y a resort to some expedient by 
which they shall be kept at work. Now Is the time 
for the city to furnish the most unexcepti -nable and 
effectual relief to the unemployed, at the same time 
that she accompli siic-s works most important to her 
own prosperity. It is idle to talk al>out the difficul- 
ty of raising the money for public works at this 
time, because the money hits to le contrtbuteil in some 
rcay for the support of this population. The only 
question is, whether it shall be contributed unequal- 
ly as charity, and so ust d as to demoralize and de- 
grade a large class of people, or whether it shall 1* 
raistd by au equal -ssessmeiit and expended in a 
a-ay to preserve the honor and honesty of those who 
receive it and to effect ■ permanent good for the 
city. There would seem to lie little ground for 
doubt as to the determination of this question. 

If the authorities of the city are at any loss for 
a public work o sufficient interest and magnitude, 
we will vcuture to suggest one, upon which a lar^e 
force may lie employed during most of the season. 

Oa tbe Southern margin of the city, just North of 
Kentucky rtreet, there is a lengthened line of 
swamp 6tretc!iing from East to West, along the 
whole extent of Louisville. This has been always 
a prolific source of pc tilence in this section of the 
city, which is already so much extended parallel 
to the river, that its only practicable ground for 
further extension is into the region of this pestilen- 
tial swamp. A great many citizens who would 
gladiy build in that direction arc deterred from ex- 
posing their families to such a manifest cause of dis- 
ease. Thus the growth if the city is absolutely 
stopped by this nuisance. 

There are two ways of removing ii. One, and 
perhaps the best way, is t<« grade and pave the en- 
tire length of the swamp, and carry off the water 
by ■ seacr leading direct to the river through one of 
tuecKKS streets. This plan would also solve the 
problem of the too celebrated York street sewer, by 
giving to that receptacle a practicable outlet. The 
other and less effectual way of abating this nuisance 
is, to fill up the swamp for two or three squares, 
taking First street as the summit level, and grading 
and paving thence East and Weft, until the water 
is dUcharged into Beargrass on oat* side, and into 
the fl.it country below th* city on the other. 

If the authorities cannot find a more important 
work for the unemployed laborers of the city, we 
respectfully make theea suggestions for their con- 
sideration.

— At Montreal, in August 
last, a»: iii'i ;r>t was held upon the body «>f Alexis 
Guay, aged about ten years, who was killed, during 
the month of August, by the discharge of a c,un, 
and relative to whose death a verdict of homicide 
by misadventure bad beeu returned, at an inquiry 
instituted i>y the local authorities. It appears that 
previous to the late of the fatal occurrence, the 14th 
of August, a lad named Francois S ivard, having 
been compelled to make way with a vicious dog 
which 'tad bitten Guay, was heard to vow vengeance 
against the deceased. On the day named he went 
to thrf residence of Guay's father, took up a guu 
which he found there, and. though informed it was 
loaded, Kept hold of it. A little girl, the sister of 
the deceased, and the only person iu at the time, 
seeing that Savard had actually ascertained the gun 
was charged, and .yet contiuued^to handle it care- 
lessly, fled in fright from the bouse. She had not 
gone nuuy yards when she heard a shot tired, and 
returning saw her brother mortally wounded, and 
Savard busily occupied in replacing the gun where 
he bad fou'-.i it. Deceased lingered but for a short 
time. A jury of inquest returned a verdict of man- 
slaughter against the boy, who has been 
for tria .

CRIME IN PARIS. 

Pakis, Oct. 15, 1857. 
It L- i. doii has its exciting murder, Paris has its 
sit^ular oi>e. A youpg man of tl.e afte of three years 
and ■ half, having beeu contraritd the other day by 
the cook of tbe family, a woman of 45, walked into 
the kitchen, seized a sharp-pointed knife, aud, ap- 
proaching the woman, who was si ting down, plung- 
ed tiie knife into her with *uch lorce, iu the region of 
ti e heart, as to attain that orgau and arrest its ac- 
tion almost instantaneously! It will be a curious 
rjnrfarh . the trial of this precocious little monster. 
While the Pretident addresses him the usual words, 
"Prisoner, rise up. Your name? Your age? Your 
profeMiou.' You are going to hear the reading of 
the indictment." there is danger that xhtgamlu may 
amuse him. elf whistling the air, The Sire de Franc- 
Bouy, in which case he will tie threatened with the 
law of September, which excludes his presence from 
the court!

Three or four years ago, this girl, 
then quite young, was working with a milliner, 
where s! e made the acquaintance, by a rust, with 
a Brazilian residing in Paris. Her mistress, who 
was hired by the Brazilian as an accomplice, sent 
tSei;irl to his rooms with a letter. Once there, he 
shut ber up. and did not allow her to leave the house 
until be had accomplished her ruin. She became 
his mwtress, apd they lived together, with her moth- 
er's consent, until the assassination of the Archbish- 
op, bast January, when the Brazilian declared that 
lit? would no longer have any connection with such 
a family, and they separated. Two children were 
the fruit of this connection, and tbe suit is one 
brought by the father to obtain possession of the 
children. Letters were shown by the lover, written 
to him l.y hi- mistress since the separation, which 
showed a fearful character of violence and depravi- 
ty on her |«»rt; and on this ground the father claimed 
her unfit i ess to take care of the children. But the

Tiik Saints Mfan to Fight. — Tbe Fort Laramie 
correspondent of the New York Tribune furnishes 
«ome interesting particulais in regard to the mission 
of Capt. Van Vleit, of Gtn Harney's star!', who, it 
will be rememlKred, was detached by tbe General, 
at t he beginning of August, to proceed to Utah to 
^atber necessary information concerning the disposi- 
tion of the inhabitants, the geography of the route 
to the Territory, the condition of the crop?, &.C., and 
torepvrtto headquarters. He returns with news 
which perhaps justifies itif^rences that the Uuh 
comt licit inn will present in hi-tory the most promi- 
nent feature of the administration of Mr. Buchanan 
The expression of a determination to resist the en- 
trance of the newly appointed officials, and the 
United States army into Utah, is unanimous among 
tbe people of the Territory. When they were re- 
minded of the certainty that in case their resistance 
one vear should be effectual, a force would be dis- 
patched to Utah the next acainst which twic<s their 
j-opu'.atioi in arms would strive in vain to close the 
passe?, they replied that they had considered all 
that, and that when such a force had stormed those 
passes, they would enter a valley in which not one 
shrub would be green, nor one stone would remain 
upon another. Tbey took pains to show- him their 
gardens and vineyards, tbeir harvest, barns, houses, 
and live stock, and contrasted their present pros- 
perity with such a scene of desolation. Their object 
now, tbey said, was to gain time to enable the Na- 
tional Government to it-trace its steps, and they in- 
tend to present their case to Congress through 
their delegate, Dr. Bernhisel, who accompanied 
Capt. Van Vleit on his departure, and is now in his 
camp. It was atone period his determimtion not to 
proceed to Washington this w inter, but that was re- 
considered. 

They said tliat they w ould regard the entrance 
of the troops as the beginning of a repetition of their 
sufferings at Kirtland, litispendence, and Nauvoo: 
that tbey had learned a lesson from experience, and 
would now meet aggression at the sUrt, and resist 
the wedge before it should enter the wood; if they 
could not keep the troops out this year they would 
sacrifice all for their religion, take to the mountains, 
aud furht a war of glory and extermination. Brig- 
ham Young remarked repeatedly that this was the 
most glorious era of his faith, and that a happier 
d iv never dawned on Mormonism than that on 
which the advance of the troops was ordered, for 
the more his church was persecuted the more it 
would thrive. 

On Sunday, September 13, Captain Van VHetwas 
asked to attend religious services in the Bowery, 
and was escorted to a prominent seat upon the plat- 
form, and invited to make an address, which invi- 
tation he declined. By counting tbe number of 
persons upon certuin tbrs of benches he estimated 
the audience to exceed 4. 500. After some remarks 
bv He!*>r C. Kiuiball, a d.scour-e was delivered by 
Flder John Tay lor, formerly the editor of The 
Mormon, tie newspaper organ of the Church in 
New York city. At the c'o e Mr. Tay lor called the 
attention of the people to tbe Captain, and alluded 
to his business in the city, recounted tbe substance 
Off his conversations, and said that he would make 
a request in order that Captain Van Vliet mifht 
learn that he had !>een made acquainted with the 
determination of the whole people; he would ask 
that all those present who were willing to raze their 
houses, burn their crops, pull do»-u "hat tfa*y bad 
passed ten years in building up, make their beauti- 
ful valley a desert, and retreat to the mountains, in 
case the troops should force an entrance, would rise; 
and the audience without exception rose to their 
feet, and remained standing long enough to enable 
him to see that they were absolutely unanimous. 

During the previous proceedings, in order to an- 
swer practically an inquiry by the Captain concern- 
ing the proportion of foreigners pretext to native- 
born and natural citizens, Mr. Taylor requested all 
present who belonged to the two latter classes to 
raise their hands, and about three-fourths of the au- 
dience complied. 

The Captain confirms the fact of the concentration 
of the population of Utah iu Salt Lake Valley by 
tbe abandonment of the remotest settlements," and 
he estimates the force the Mormons can set m the 
field at between five and six thousand. They have 
abandoned the cobbler-stone fortification at Fort 
Bridger, and the men employed there have fallen 
back about twenty miles to a redoubt called Fort 
Supply. He was abo given to understand that 
they intend to recall their missionaries from the 
Sutes, but not from foreign countries. 

With regard to divisions in the Mormon commu- 
nity, he satisfied himself that there does indeed ex- 
ist in certain quarters a dislike of the present au- 
thorities of the Church, but he is also satisfied that 
it is in such subjection that nothing less than the 
presence of a commanding Gentile force w ill enable 
it to develop itself. 

A review of about 509 troop3 of the Nauvoo Le- 
gion was held in his presence. Tbe arms and uni- 
forms of the officers were homogenous, but the rank I tegrity. 
and file were as eccentric in equipment as down-east off the 
militia in a shirt-tail muster.

I was formerly a Philadelphia boy, learning tbe 
carneuter trade, when I saw the advertisement in 
your columns f»r the shipping of boy s for the ser- 
vice proposed by the former Secretary of the Navy, 
Mr. Dobbin, and so I shipped. I wa* sent to New- 
York, and thence to Norfolk, to join this ship. That 
was two years ago. Still, after two years' service, 
1 don't know h >w to steer tbe ship, or yet make a 
splice, and some of my messmates canuot lay up 
their clew s for their own hammocks. But tbey can 
play chequers, backgammon, dominoes, and other 
games, wiiich is about all they can do. In the 
morning all hands are called about half-past four 
o'clock. They scrub the deck and wash them- 
selves, and then muster on the quarter-deck, with 
comb hang- ; "g from the neck like so many pauper 
children. They are then inspected by the offiet r 
who has charge of the deck. He runs thein aloft 
two or three times "for the good of their health," 
as the doctor savs, and then tbey can resume their 
games till called on to tend the side, to take oft" cap 
and make a bow to soma foreign dignitaries when 
thev visit the ship, or else to oil or scrub copper, 
clean brass work, &c. All the drudgery of the ship 
comes on the naval apprentices. Whose fault is 
thi j ? Some will loudly exclaim, "Your own!" 
How is it that we have no one to teach us our proper 
duties? It is the boatswain's place, but he will crv, 
"1 have got the ship to look after, and that takes all 
my time; so go forward on the forecastle and get 
some of the men to show you." 

If you go to them, it's "go to the devil — I'm not 
paid for learning you." So you are kicked from 
breakfast to dinner, and from dinner to supper. I 
nave not learned one thing essential to seamanship 
the whole time I have been shipped. If we had 
been instructed we would l»e as good as a*y seaman 
on board of our ship. This was promised us w hen 
we shipped, but the public can see for themselves 
how that promise has been kept. To be sure we all 
have betr. rated to the first class out of third class, 
and I efore we get home we all expect to be rated 
able seamen, when we know no more about seaman- 
ship than it knows about us. What will the majori- 
ty of us do then? One half of the Iwys iu the ship 
can neither read nor write, ard we were promised 
tchoc.ling, but have received none; and I am sure 
we can't HilMp as apprentices after we are dis- 
charged, neit lr*r can we ship as a musician, as they 
bliip no one but a "dago" or a Mahone, with which 
tbe ihip is full. If any boy was worth any thing 
when he shipped it will just be the reverse when he 
gets home. G. C. S.

banks. The notes upon which these forgeries were 
made were bids from the genuine plates which had 
Ijeen stolen, without signature of cour^eof the presi- 
dents or secretaries from the New England Bank 
Note Co. This theft was noticed some weeks ago 
and MOM atteuipts made to deny it. It is now sup- 
posed that some $20,000 of these false notes, genu- 
ine bills with forged signatures, have Ijeen put in 
circulation principally in Maiae and New York. 
They are of denominations of 20's, 50's, 100's, and 
5of). The efforts made to detect the perpetntors of 
the theft w-ere unsuccessful up to Wednesday last, 
when an arrest of George R. Cowee to answer a 
charge of forging the signature of Morre'l i Co., 
his employers, to a check for £700, on which he ob- 
tained the money, led by his confessions to the ar- 
rest of Price and Stanton. 

Cowee, until some six months since, was in the 
employ of the well known mercantile bouse of Jas. 
M. Beebee & Co., as principal auditor of bills and 
accounts, but became addicted to gambling and 
profligate habits. It seems he was discharged by 
that firm for appropriating the proceeds of $300 
worth of goods tohis own use, which, when detected, 
he confessed he had lost in gambling. Yet he was 
permitted to leave without exposure, and was en- 
gaged subsequently by Messrs. Morrell & Sons, by 
whom the utmost confidence was reposed in his in- 
Some weeks since he forged the signature 
firm to a check of $250 on the Blackstone 
Bank and obtained the money. A few days after- 
wards he met one of the firm, told him he had forged 
the check, got the money, played it at a faro bank 
and iron, and at tbe same time paid bank the $250, 
which was received and nnthtng wits su'd about the 
trnnxuetton. Subsequently he forged a check for 
$700 upon the firm, got the money, played it at the 
faro bank, and lost, and this time wa* arrested. Tbe 
week previous, Cowee had presented two forged 
notes at the Blackstone Bank for di-count, but they 
were refused. On Cowee being taken into custody, 
he made disclosures implicating Price and Stanton 
in tbe unsigned notes referred to, and the whole 
party have been committed, in default ef bail, to 
answer the various charges against them. Cowee is 
■Mpeetabty connected; a brother, residing at 
ny, N. T M is said to be very wealthy.

GREAT FRESHET. 

Mai-oxe, Oct. 28, 1857. 

We have just had the severest storm of raiu which 
has occurred in this county for twenty-rive years 
past. It commenced on the evening of Saturday, 
the 24th, an I continued over forty -eight hours with- 
out the slightest cessation. 

Earlv jesterdav morning it changed to snow, 
which fell through the day. There is now on the 
ground about four inches of snow, and the weather 
is quite cold. Much that fell yesterday melted soon 
after falling. 

jNews came vesterday morning that the train due 
here from the East would not be able to ^et here on 
account of some bad iireaks in the Northern llailroad 
between this place and Route's Point. 

The culvert aud embankment has beeu washed 
away to a depth of over 20 by 200 feet long at the 
bottom and from 300 to 400 feet iu lensjth at the top. 

News was received by telegraph of three other 
breaks about as bad, without any news from the 
mail train. 

Salmon river, at this place, is higher than it has 
been in 25 years past. All the bridges on Trout 
river are carried off. 

The foundation of Clark, Weed, & Fuller's starch 
factory is torn out by the water, and 3,000 buyhels 
of potatoes carried awav.

a coantry seat. They have remaiued there since 
that time. 

'On yesterday morning Craig passed through this 
plice for Ceanibersburg, in company with ins little : 
Ix-v, who he wa9 taking to see his mother, with 
whom the hu-bnnd is not living, and who resides 
with her father. Jt is said that he was not aware 
that the brothers McKiblien were at that place, or 
he would have remained away. 

The brothers did not hear of his arrival in the 
town until in tlie afternoon, just before the cars ! 
for this place started; but learning he was to de- j 
I -art in the I o'clock train, they immediately arm- 
ed themselves and started to the railroad with the 
view of taking his life. When they arrived there j 
they both walked along the platform of the depot, 
along which the cars atand, until they espied the 
object of their search, wheu Joseph jumped up to 
the door of the car, and Robert ran to the opposite 
end and each bred in at Craig. 

The- car was full of passengers, and it may well 
1* supposed that the disturbance immediately crea- I 
ted the wildest alarm amomrst them. Some threw 
themselves down on tlie floor, others dodgetl be- 
hind the seal -. others jumped out of the windows, 
and a general scene of excitement occurred. 

The tiring was continued by the brothers in this 
way for several rounds, but both seemed to be un- 
der so much excitement that they were unable to 
take direct aim, and Craig remained unwounded. 
As soon as he could do so, he extracted a revolver 
1 the place it was confined, and tired it several

Railroad Company, and placed under bonds. 

We are informed that Craig has expressed hint- 
self at several times to persons who have \i<ited 
him at Shippensburg, as gratified that th" subject j 
has been a matter of litigation, as it will afford him 
an opportunity to prove his innocence of the char- 
ges made against him. 

He resides iu Pittsburg, where ha is engaged in 
the lumlier business, and is said to l»e a very in- 
telligent man. The car in which the affray took 
place was very much riddled by pistol ball?. The 
wounds of Craig have been prououueed not danger- 
ous by his physician.

banks of Indiana in lieu of sending or taking out currency 
from time to tiaie. as has heretofore been the practice —the 
business men ot Cincinnati and the other points alluded to 
allowM? a fair rate o: exchange.

To what ex- 
tent this jiolicy can be pursued without affecting the cus- 
tomers ot the hanks, and reacting unpleasantly on the port- 
folios of these institutions, is a question now iu prcsgrci* of 
solution. In the meanwhile, it is satisfactory to know that 
bVe abilit] of tin: banks to afford relief is ou the increase, 
and i:' hitherto withheld from prudential consideration, it 
ought not to be considered as inaugurating a system under 
which a policy of such questionable propaiety should be 
in le.tiuitely perpetuated. Douotless, however, the various 
managers will take this important matter under immediate 
advisement, aud if wise counsels prevail, they will not fail 
to respond partially at least to the pressing wants of the 
rommuiiitv. outside it ia well known that inonev cannot 
be had at any price, and hence th' oniy reliance of the 
merchants ft OB the moneyed institutions.
